Restraint Sums Up 
JFK’s Press Talks

AFFIRMATIONS 
Earle Goodrich Ix*e of St. Paul writes to ob­ 
ject: 
" . . . you refer to the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence as giving ‘to this nation a philosophy of 
life baaed on natural law,’ which you interpret 
as meaning that 'all human beings are created by 
God equal in his sight.’ That is not natural law. 
It is merely religious assumption. 
"If the God to which you refer can see no dif­ 
ference between an intelligent white man and an 
ignorant African savage, it would seem to me that 
He has very poor eyesight.” 
First of all, the phrase, "N atural Law” Is a 
technical term in philosophy and has been so used 
for many centuries. It was probably first em­ 
ployed by Cicero, although the concept antedates 
him, to distinguish between the natural endow­ 
ments divinely set in man’s nature and the law’ 
m anufactured by man by edict or legislation. I 
did not invent the term. 
As for the Declaration of Independence, it is 
a very different document from most revolution­ 
ary proclamations. While it does state all the evils 
imposed cm the colonies by George III, it also 
lays down a philosophic reason for revolting which 
is justified irrespective of George’s misconduct. 
These words are: 
"When in the Course of human events, it be­ 
comes necessary for one people to dissolve the 
political bands which have connected them with 
another, and to assume among the Powers of the 
earth, the separate and equal station to which the 
Laws of Nature and of N ature’s God entitle them, 
a decent respect of the opinions of mankind re­ 
quires that they should declare the causes which 
impel them to the separation. 
"We hold these truths to be self-evident, that 
all men are created equal, that they are en­ 
dowed by their Creator with certain unalienable 
Rights . . . " 
Intelligence and ignorance are universal, just 
as gentility and boorishness are universal. The 
cradles of civilization have always been among 
mixed races of man: Egypt, for instance, with its 
admixture of Semitic and Hamitic peoples; the 
Crescent of Fertility on the Arabian Desert into 
which poured human beings from three continents, 
i 
roducing the Judaic-Christian as well as the 
slamic civilizations; Greece, into which came peo­ 
ples from Africa and Asia; China, into which 
flowed the mixed races of Northern and South­ 
eastern Asia; and Rome, from which much of 
our own civilization grew* and into wjiich many 
wars and conquests brought the peoples of Africa 
as well as Asia. 
Anne Fremantle in the "Great Ages of W est­ 
ern Philosophy” states the problem we are dis­ 
cussing this w’ay: 
" ‘Man,’ we know, invented the wheel, the pul­ 
ley, the arch, the internal combustion engine, the 
airplane. He discovered electricity and split the 
atom. Yet who or what was this ‘man’? Very, 
very few men have invented or discovered any­ 
thing; most men, through all the ages, and still 
today, are dwarfs who couldn’t even figure how 
to set an egg up straight or how to light a fire 
by rubbing sticks together, unless borne aloft on 
the shoulders of the giants.” 
How then can there be such a concept of 
equality. The child born with a cerebral palsy is 
not equal to a child who was bom undamaged; 
The child born in a geographically w’rong place, 
let us say the Congo, is not equal to a child bom 
in a favored place; the son of a Rockefeller is not 
equal to the son of a day-laborer — and vice- 
versa. The inequalities of man are too numerous 
not to be obvious. 
But the Declaration of Independence does not 
say th at they are equal; it says that they were 
created equal — and th at is something very dif­ 
ferent. When Thomas Jefferson and his colleagues 
wrote the word, created, they separated man from 
all else in nature, recognizing the moral charac­ 
ter of man. 
Albert Einstein said all this In another way: 
". . .T o m ake clear these fundamental ends 
and valuations, and to set them fast in the emo­ 
tional life of the individual, seems to me precise­ 
ly the most im portant function which religion has 
to perform in the social life of man. And if one 
asks whence derives tèe authority of such funda­ 
mental ends, since they cannot be stated and 
justified merely by reason, one can only answer: 
they exist in a healthy society as powerful tra­ 
ditions, which act upon the conduct and aspira­ 
tions and judgements of the individuals; they are 
there, that Is, as something living, without its 
being necessary to find justification for their 
existence.”

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CROSS WE SHOULD BEAR 
Most of us probably think of the Red 
Cross as just about the sturdiest pillar of 
self-help we have. But change is so swift in 
the 1960s that no agency can take for 
granted its place in American life. 
Thus, as the Red Cross seeks $95 million 
this month in its annual campaign, its lead­ 
ers are bent upon alerting its structure and 
activities to keep up with a changing nation. 
None of us needs to be reminded of the 
threat of natural disaster in the shape of 
hurricane, tornado, flood. Last year the Red 
Cross helped in more than 330 such emer­ 
gencies. 
What we may not think of is that these 
threats can be greatly magnified as our pop­ 
ulation grows and our urban clusters widen 
out and consume the open countryside. 
The tornado that in 1960 might do little 
harm to rolling farm land could today 
smash hundreds of houses in a new’ sub­ 
division. 
To prepare for this enlarging prospect of 
danger, the Red Cross is trying, of course, 
to set up countless new chapters in the 
growing areas. Most important, it wants to 
tie them more closely into regional units 
with a centralized core providing trained 
workers, facilities and funds for disaster 
emergencies. 
All this takes money, and much help 
from individual Americans willing to serve 
voluntarily, to learn how to meet these 
threats. 
Remarkably, the Red Cross is not asking 
for more money this year than it has for 
the last several. Yet Red Cross officials 
worry some over the agency losing a little 
of its identity—and hence support. 
Of its 3,600 chapters, some 1,400 now get 
all or most of their money by submerging 
their campaigns in joint United Fund drives. 
The big March campaign is therefore de­ 
signed in part as an educational reminder 
to Americans. The Red Cross is an agency, 
we are asked to remember, which not only 
spends millions on disaster relief but in 
1960-61 did such things as these: 
Laid out $34.6 million for counseling and 
other aid to members of the armed forces, 
veterans, their families. To the thousands 
of reservists and guardsmen called up in 
1961 when the Berlin crisis sharpened, this 
has been particularly meaningful. 
Collected and donated for civilian hospi­ 
tal use 2.5 million pints of blood, almost half 
the U.S. supply. 
Spurred nearly two million Americans to 
earn certificates in swimming, lifesaving, 
small boat safety. 
The Red Cross in this age is one impor­ 
tant w’ay in which Americans help them­ 
selves. Surely in 1962, with the need grow­ 
ing greater, they will want to continue. 


FASTER WRITEOFFS WISE 
In preparing to meet the keen competi­ 
tion developing in various parts of the in­ 
dustrialized world, particularly in the Com­ 
mon Market countries and Japan, American 
business has often regarded federal income 
tax regulations as an adversary rather than 
an ally. This feeling applies especially to 
the tax-depreciation ratio. It is this ratio 
which determines to a large extent the rate 
at which industry may scrap old machinery 
for new’ in an effort to meet the demands of 
the times. 
If, as is permitted under the present code, 
the internal revenue service prescribes a 
15-year writeoff for a piece of equipment 
which will actually become obsolescent in 
10, modernization for the manufacturer af­ 
fected could be set back five years. This 
depreciation conservatism has led to the 
point where, in the words of a noted profes­ 
sor of finance, “this country’s depreciation 
allowances are the stingiest in the world.” 
This is short-sighted treatment for an in­ 
dustrial complex which, up to now, has led 
the world in taking advantage of every new 
development In technology. 
To keep abreast requires the ruthless dis­ 
card of machinery which has been outmod­ 
ed or which has outlived its usefulenss. It 
Is encouraging to note, therefore, the Ken­ 
nedy administration’s intention to abet that

And, despite govern­ 
mental action restraining manufacturers from call­ 
ing their products "liver pills,” there is a sustained 
demand for drugi to "stim ulate” the largest organ 
of the body whose efficiency rating cannot be ap­ 
proached by the nvist impressive of human handi­ 
works. 
Here are some of the facts about liver func­ 
tions and the secretion of bile: 
Among the more than 30 known activities per­ 
formed by the countless thousands of microscopic 
liver cells is ihe m anufacture of bile. 
The daily output of bile is about a pint, vastly 
more than body r< quirements. 
After being collected by a branching series of 
channels within the li\er, bile is stored in the gall 
bladder during periods of digestive inactivity— 
during sleep and between meals. 
When we eat, and especially when the meal 
includes fatty foods, the gall bladder contracts 
and squeezes out some of fhe stored bile. 
In the 
intestines, released bile assists in the digestion of 
fats. 
So efficient is biJe formation that the surgeon 
may remove the gall bladder without disturbing 
fat digestion.

And, should that need arise, all we 
are required to do is start the meal with a tea­ 
spoonful of cream or a piece of bread that is well- 
butt red and the ga’l bladder will oblige with a 
spurt of stored bile that is more than enough for 
digestive purposes 
So much ♦hen for the quantity of bile secre­ 
tion. 
But how about drugs to improve the qual­ 
ity? 
Well, first off, they are nonexistent. Sec­ 
ondly, even if such were available, there is no 
known condition for which they would be helpful. 
So, unless you suffei an obstruction to your bile 
passages and ar© obviously jaundiced, better look 
for some explanation other than biliousness when 
you feel out of sorts. And seek relief from some 
measures other than so-called "liver pills" or "bile 
stimulants."

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CROSS WE SHOULD BEAR 
Most of us probably think of the Red 
Cross as just about the sturdiest pillar of 
self-help we have. But change is so swift in 
the 1960s that no agency can take for 
granted its place in American life. 
Thus, as the Red Cross seeks $95 million 
this month in its annual campaign, its lead 
ers are bent upon alerting its structure and 
activities to keep up with a changing nation. 
None of us needs to be reminded of the 
threat of natural disaster in the shape of 
hurricane, tornado, flood. Last year the Red 
Cross helped in more than 330 such emer­ 
gencies. 
What we may not think of is that these 
threats can be greatly magnified as our pop­ 
ulation grows and our urban clusters widen 
out and consume the open countryside. 
The tornado that in 1960 might do little 
harm to rolling farm land could today 
smash hundreds of houses in a new sub­ 
division. 
To prepare for this enlarging prospect of 
danger, the Red Cross is trying, of course, 
to set up countless new chapters in the 
growing areas. Most important, it wants to 
tie them more closely into regional units 
with a centralized core providing trained 
workers, facilities and funds for disaster 
emergencies. 
All this takes money, and much help 
from individual Americans willing to serve 
voluntarily, to learn how to meet these 
threats. 
Remarkably, the Red Cross is not asking 
for more money this year than it has for 
the last several. Yet Red Cross officials 
worry some over the agency losing a little 
of its identity—and hence support. 
Of its 3,600 chapters, some 1,400 now get 
all or most of their money by submerging 
their campaigns in joint United Fund drives. 
The big March campaign is therefore de­ 
signed in part as an educational reminder 
to Americans. The Red Cross is an agency, 
we are asked to remember, which not only 
spends millions on disaster relief but in 
1960-61 did such things as these: 
Laid out $34.6 million for counseling and 
other aid to members of the armed forces, 
veterans, their families. To the thousands 
of reservists and guardsmen called up in 
1961 when the Berlin crisis sharpened, this 
has been particularly meaningful. 
Collected and donated for civilian hospi­ 
tal ase 2.5 million pints of blood, almost half 
the U.S. supply. 
Spurred nearly two million Americans to 
earn certificates in swimming, lifesaving, 
small boat safety. 
The Red Cross in this age is one impor­ 
tant way in which Americans help them­ 
selves. Surely in 1962, with the need grow­ 
ing greater, they will want to continue.

Earle Goodrich I/** of St. Paul write* to ob­ 
ject: 
" . . . you refer to the Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence as giving 'to this nation a philosophy of 
life baaed on natural law,’ which you interpret 
a* meaning that ‘all human being* are created by 
God equal in his sight." That is not natural law. 
It i* merely religious assumption. 
"If the God to which you refer can see no dif­ 
ference between an intelligent white man and an 
ignorant African savage, it would seem to me that 
He has very poor eyesight.” 
First of all, the phrase, "Natural Law” is a 
technical term in philosophy and has been so used 
for many centuries It was probably first em­ 
ployed by Cicero, although the concept antedates 
him, to distinguish between the natural endow­ 
ments divinely set in mans nature and the law 
manufactured by man by edict or legislation. I 
did not invent the term. 
As for the Declaration of Independence, it is 
a very different document from most revolution­ 
ary proclamations. While it does state a1! the evils 
imposed on the colonies by George III, it also 
lays down a philosophic reason for revolting which 
is justified irrespective of Georges misconduct. 
These words are: 
"When in the Course of human events, It be­ 
comes necessary for one people to dissolve the 
political bands which have connected them with 
another, and to assume among the Powers of the 
earth, the separate and equal station to which the 
Laws of Nature and of Nature’s God entitle them, 
a decent respect of the opinions of mankind re­ 
quires that they should declare the causes which 
impel them to the separation. 
"We hold these truths to be self-evident, that 
all men are created equal, that they are en­ 
dowed by their Creator with certain unalienable 
Rights . . . " 
Intelligence and ignorance are universal, just 
as gentility and boorishness are universal. The 
cradles of civilization have always been among 
mixed races of man: Egypt, for instance, with its 
admixture of Semitic and Hamitic peoples; the 
Crescent of Fertility on the Arabian Desert into 
which poured human beings from three continents, 
producing the Judaic-Christian as well as the 
Islamic civilizations; Greece, into which came peo­ 
ples from Africa and Asia; China, into which 
flowed the mixed races of Northern and South­ 
eastern Asia; and Rome, from whit* much of 
our own civilization grew and into which many 
wars and conquests brought the peoples of Africa 
as well as Asia. 
Anne Fremantle in the "Great Ages of West­ 
ern Philosophy” states the problem we are dis­ 
cussing this way: 
" ‘Man," we know, invented the wheel, the pul­ 
ley, the arch, the internal combustion engine, the 
airplane. He discovered electricity and split the 
atom. Yet who or what was this ‘man’? Very, 
very few men have invented or discovered any­ 
thing; most men, through all the ages, and still 
today, are dwarfs who couldn’t even figure how 
to set an egg up straight or how to light a fire 
by rubbing sticks together, unless borne aloft on 
the shoulders of the giants.” 
How then can there be such a concept of 
equality. The child bom with a cerebral palsy is 
not equal to a child who was bom undamaged; 
The child bom in a geographically wrong place, 
let us say the Congo, is not equal to a child bom 
in a favored place; the son of a Rockefeller Is not 
equal to the son of a day-laborer — and vicr- 
versa. The Inequalities of man are too numerous 
not to be obvious. 
But the Declaration of Independence does not 
say that they are equal; It says that they were 
created equal —- and that is something very dif­ 
ferent. When Thomas Jefferson and hi* colleagues 
wrote the word, created, they separated man from 
all else in nature, recognizing the moral charac­ 
ter of man. 
Albert Einstein said all this In another way: 
". . .T o make clear these fundamental ends 
and valuations, and to set them fast in the emo­ 
tional lift of the Individual, seems to me precise­ 
ly the most Important function which religion has 
to perform in the social life of man. And if one 
asks whence derives tim authority of such funda­ 
mental ends, since they cannot be stated and 
justified merely by reason, one can only answer: 
they exist in a healthy society as powerful tra­ 
ditions, which act upon the conduct and aspira­ 
tions and judgements of the individuals: they are 
there, that Is, as something living, without its 
being necessary’ to find justification for their 
existence.”

And, despite govern­ 
mental action restraining manufacturers from call­ 
ing their products * liver pills," there is a sustained 
demand for drug! to "stimulate” the largest organ 
of the body whose efficiency rating cannot be ap­ 
proached by the nv*st impressive of human handi­ 
works, 
Here are some of the facts about liver func­ 
tions and the secretion of bile: 
Among the more than 30 known activities per­ 
formed by the countless thousands of microscopic 
liver cells is the manufacture of bile. 
The daily output of bile is about a pint, vastly 
more than body requirements. 
After being collected by a branching series of 
channels within the liver, bile is stored in the gall 
bladder during periods of digestive inactivity— 
during sleep and between meals. 
When we eat, and especially when the meal 
includes fatty food.*, the gall bladder contracts 
and squeezes out some of hie stored bile. In the 
intestines, released bile assists in the digestion of 
fats.

So much ♦hen for the quantity of bile secre­ 
tion. 
But how' about drugs to improve the qual­ 
ity? 
Well, first off, they are nonexistent. Sec­ 
ondly. even if such were available, there is no 
known condition for which they would be* helpful. 
So, unless you sufTei an obstruction to your bile 
passages and are obviously jaundiced, better look 
for some explanation other than biliousness when 
you feel out of sorts. And seek relief from some 
measures other than so-called "liver pills" or "bile 
stimulants.”

This 
reads as follows: "The president 
of the United States shall be 
commander In chief (rf the Army 
and Navy of the United States 
and of the militia of the several 
states, when called into the actu­ 
al service of the United States.” 
Plainly, a President can issue 
orders as to where and how the 
military services shall fight, but 
the obligation to provide the 
necessary forces and equipment 
is vested wholly in the Congress, 
which appropriate the funds. 
It is the function of Congress, 
moreover, to use its own judge­ 
ment as to the size of the forces 
and how much equipment is 
needed, and to decide finally 
what kind of equipment shall be 
furnished.

vice and recommendations, but 
Congress, through the law-mak­ 
ing process, is the final judge of 
what shall be given to the mili­ 
tary agencies.

"The Congress made a mistake 
in voting for a fifty-eight instead 
of a forty-eight-group Air Force, 
but the law is on the statute 
books and if the President didn’t 
like it he should have made 
clear that he would veto the bill 
and Congress would have had 
the choice of overriding the veto 
or amending the bill to meet the 
President’s wishes. 
"Rightly or wrongly, Congress 
wants a fifty-eight group Air 
Force, and it is the duty of the 
President to give Congress w'hat 
it voted.” 
The basic issue remains the 
same today. Can a President of 
the United States arbitrarily de­ 
cide for himself which laws 
passed by Congress he will en­ 
force and which ones he will dis­ 
regard? If so, what becomes of 
the Presidential oath, spelled out 
in the Constitution itself: "I do 
solemnly sw’ear (or affirm) that 
will faithfully execute the 
office of President of the United 
States"?

sifically declares, as one of the 
duties of a President, that "ha 
shall take care that the laws bs 
faithfully executed.” 
But supposing a President de* 
liberate^ ignores the wishes or 
directions of Congress, what can 
be done about it?

protected freedom of 
the press.” 
But Ryan added that existing 
law “seems sufficient to sustain 
the charges” against the three 
employes at the Economy Book 
Store. They are accused of sell­ 
ing obscene literature.

Today’s Business Mirror

NEW YORK (AP)—Job security 
is the prime goal of much of the 
labor force today. And the other 
side of the coin is what to do 
about those who lose their jobs 
anyway. Both sides swing into fo­ 
cus this wreek. 
Retraining is one cure proposed. 
A shorter 
w'ork week to spread 
the jobs is another. Still others are 
curbs on automation and restric­ 
tions against foreign goods that 
could hurt American factories and 
thus cost jobs. 
The front pages are full of these 
items: 
Job security is one of the big 
stumbling blocks as the steel labor 
talks are renewed in Pittsburgh. 
The issue is also behind labor’s 
attacks on proposed mergers in 
rail and air transportation. It is 
the prime reason the rail unions 
fight the proposed changes in work 
rules, which management brands 
as featherbedding. 
Worker training is to get a wid­ 
er tryout through the ¿434-million 
voted for it by Congress. 
A Bit Puzzling 
And at the same time Labor 
Secretary Arthur J. Goldberg is 
telling Congress that the adminis­ 
tration bill to move toward freer 
w'orld trade, especially with the 
industrialized European Common 
Market, could cost 90.000 jobs in 
some American industries hit by 
higher imports. He quickly adds 
that the program is expected to 
open up many times that number 
of jobs by increasing American 
exports. 
A Complex Problem 
All 
the 
current 
news 
items 
stress how complex is the prob­ 
lem of moving into a new age at 


home and in world contacts with­ 
out hurting too many individuals. 
The federal training program 
will be aimed at two kinds of 
workers—older ones whose parti 
cular skills have been made obso­ 
lete either by replacement by 
machines or by changing tastes of 
consumers; and younger workers, 
increasingly entering 
the 
labor 
force, who may have little skill at 
all or much of an idea of what 
skills are in demand. 
Says Result« Poor 
A 
number of 
corporate 
and 
community 
training 
programs 
have been tried. Critics say the 
results 
often 
have 
been 
poor. 
Many older jobless persons don’t 
want to move to unknown work 
fields 
or 
strange 
communities 
where 
different 
kinds 
of 
jobs 
might be found. Some older per­ 
sons don’t learn new tricks easily. 
Many of the jobs going begging 
are for skills beyond ordinary 
training programs to develop. 
But the administration hopes 
that a broad attack on the prob­ 
lem will work. 
Labor’s plans for spreading the 
work through shorter work weeks 
or easing the pain by higher ben­ 
efits during layoff periods is often 
attacked by management as too 
costly. Management also argues 
it can’t hold price lines unless it 
cuts labor costs by more mecha­ 
nization. It points to the increas­ 
ing costs of unemployment bene­ 
fits 
and pensions and medical 
care. 
Both Protest 
The free trade issue splits both 
labor and 
management. 
Where 
imports could hurt, both the com­ 
panies and their unions tend to be 
loud in protest against the admin­ 
istration plan. Where a chance is 
seen for more exports—meaning 
more jobs and more profits—the 
plan draws supporters.

are not entitled. 
Finance 
research 
into

father of the suffering boy—his 
first child—says a specialist told 
him that the baby had suffered 
brain damage from salt-poison­ 
ing. 
But

porters 
Wednesday 
night. 
The 
doctor was Dr. Lawrence Finberg 
of Baltimore, one of several spe­ 
cialists summoned here after the 
hospital 
discovered 
last Sunday 
that salt had been used in place 
of sugar in the formula fed to 30 
babies. 
Six I>i<* in Four Days 
Six 
babies 
died 
within 
four 
days. The Woodford boy. Doug­ 
lass Jr., was the only one still 
considered in danger today. 
The father said the hospital had j 
m 1 informed him of the boy’s j 
condition 
until 
after 
he 
had ! 
learned it from a newscast. A j 
“very poorly run hospital,” Wood­ 
ford declared. 
State and local physicians and 
investigators continued efforts to 
determine how salt got in the 
sugar can in the hospital room 
where the infants’ formula is pre­ 
pared. 
Look for Malicious Intent 
Although evidence pointed to a . 
tragic mistake, police probed for I 
any possible malicious intent. 
The possibility also remained 
that ar. illness other than that 
from 
the 
formula 
could 
have 
figured in the deaths. 
The sugar can in the formula 
room was filled last Tuesday by 
a practical nurse. She insists she 
filled it from a larger container 
labelled sugar. 
The babies began to resist feed­ 
ing and became ill. The first died 
Friday. 
Discovered Sunday 
The 
substitution 
of 
salt 
for 
sugar was discovered Sunday. 
A high concentration of salt can 
cause 
heart 
failure 
and 
brain 
damage. Some of the babies re­ 
ceived lethal amounts, a special­ 
ist said. 
However, 
the 
other 
children 
who were fed the formula appear 
to be out of danger, doctors said. 
Woodford, a former orderly at 
Binghamton State Hospital, was 
bitter about the hospital's refusal 
to let him see his wife or the 
baby Sunday afternoon after he 
learned of the formula mixup. He 
said: 
“The doctors were very good to 
me but the nurses were very un­ 
cooperative. I wouldn’t take any 
of my family there any more. I 
think it is a very poorly run hos­ 
pital.” 
Woodford said he and his wife 
first learned their baby was in 
critical condition from a news­ 
cast Tuesday “They should have 
notified us first,” he said. 
Woodford, now a self-employed 
automobile reconditioner, said a 
nurse refused him adm ittance to 
the hospital during Monday morn­ 
ing visiting hours. When he asked 
why, he said he was told: 
“Because, don’t you read the 
newspapers or watch TV?” 
The hospital had no immediate 
comment on Woodford’s criticism. 
Board's Statement 
The hospital board of directors 
issued this statem ent yesterday: 
“Our distress goes as deep as it 
can go. It is impossible, of course, 
for anyone to express the extent 
of his feelings in such a case, but 
we will get to the bottom.” 
After talking to Finberg, Wood­ 
ford said, he told his wife about 
the brain dam age to their son. 
“She agreed that the best thing 
to do would be to have him bap­ 
tized,” he said.

Javits Claims JFK

Amsterdam, Elm ira, Jamostown-

areas, Javits said. 
The senator said Kennedy, on 
Feb. 2, 1961, ordered the Defense 
Department to channel more con­ 
tracts to areas of substantial un­ 
employment — those with 6 per 
cent or more of the total working 
force unemployed. 
Worse Than Ever: Javits 
But a year later, Javits added, 
Buffalo is worse off than ever— 
“ a clear demonstration of the in­

Convertible Preferreds 
Have Their Drawbacks

Q) 
“I’ve been advised 
that 
some convertible preferred stocks 
would be a good investm ent for 
a retired person such as myself. 
Do you go along w ith this idea?” 
A. B. 
A) Yes, but w ith a few' reser­ 
vations. 
Convertible 
preferreds 
are hybrids. They have the fixed 
income characteristic of regular 
preferreds plus the option to be 
exchanged 
for common shares 
on a predeterm ined basis. Be­ 
cause of these factors, some con­ 
vertible preferreds are good hold­ 
ings for investors who wrant a 
low risk, income producting se­ 
curity which stands to benefit 
extensively from any sustained 
advance in the common shares 
to which they are tied. 
To m any readers, this particu­ 
lar kind of issue will appear to 
be a way to have your cake and 
eat it, too. In scattered cases 
this is true, but I ’m afraid it 
doesn’t happen very often. For 
one 
thing, 
there 
aren’t 
very 
m any convertible preferreds out­ 
standing, and of this num ber 
only a few have genuine appeal. 
Some issues sell at too much of 
a prem ium to m ake them a ttra c ­ 
tive, and some sell so far below 


the conversion price that the 
common w'ould have to have a 
spectacular run up before the 
exchange feature would bo w orth 
anything. Furtherm ore, all con­ 
vertible preferreds are not qual­ 
ity securities, despite wh&t th eir 
nam e implies. Some are suitable 
only for those who can take a 
sizable am ount of risk.

that 
some convertible preferred stocks 
w'ould be a good investment for 
a retired person such as myself. 
Do you go along with this idea?" 
A. B. 
A) Yes, but with a few reser­ 
vations. 
Convertible 
preferreds 
are hybrids. They have the fixed 
income characteristic of regular 
preferreds plus the option to he 
exchanged 
for common shares 
on a predetermined basis. De­ 
cease of these factors, some con­ 
vertible preferreds are good hold­ 
ings for investors who w^ant a 
low risk, income producting se­ 
curity which stands to benefit 
extensively from any sustained 
advance in the common shares 
to which they are tied. 
To many readers, this particu­ 
lar kind of issue will appear to 
be a way to have your cake and 
eat it, too. In scattered cases 
this is true, but I’m afraid it 
doesn’t happen very often. For 
one 
thing, 
there 
aren't 
very' 
many convertible preferreds out­ 
standing, and of this number 
only a few have genuine appeal. 
Some issues sell at too much of 
a premium to make them attrac­ 
tive, and some sell so far below-

The Woodstock P l a n n i n g 
Board announced a new align­ 
ment for the proposed highly 
controversial Route 375 bypass 
and made a vigorous defense of 
its preliminary Growth Plan at 
a meeting attended by more 
than 300 persons at Town Hall. 
But left unanswered in what 
was advertised as a ‘‘question 
and answer period” were the 57 
questions posed to the board by 
more than 145 citizens of the 
township. 
These questions had been sent 
to the Board by a citizens com­ 
mittee and also appeared as a 
full page ad in the Ulster County 
Townsman of Woodstck. 
The tum ultuous meeting also 
pointed up a widening cleavage 
between the business interests 
of the community and propo­ 
nents of the Growth Plan. 
J. C. van Rijn, chairman of the 
Planning 
Board, 
opened 
the 
meeting with a 90-minute ad­ 
dress in which he outlined the 
aims

the public. He then introduced 
Dr.

Remarks from the floor indi­ 
cated sharp disagreement

tween the business community 
and the planning board on the 
effects' of the proposed by-pass 
on the business interests of the 
town. 
Attorney John Egan, spokes­ 
man for a group which strongly 
opposes many of the proposals 
in the Growth Plan, pressed 
chairman van Rijn for some in­ 
dication as to when the group 
could expect w ritten answers to 
the 57 questions as requested 
by registered mail, van Rijn re­ 
ferred to the group’s communi­ 
cation which requested answers 
"within a reasonable time” and 
said the Planning Board would 
be guided by that statem ent. 
Changes In Plan 
The alternate alignment of the 
proposed by-pass would be farther 
south than the original plan, van 
Rijn and Anthony said, placing 
most of the residential properties 
originally affected on the north­ 
erly side of the highway. 
In his prepared statement, van 
Rijn 
referred 
to 
the 
proposed 
alignment 
as 
“schematic.” 
He 
went on to say that “ the laying 
out oi sueh a road involves so 
much money that the most careful 
alignment must be studied as to 
topography and property values. 
A Planning Board, or rather' its 
consultants, can only do this up 
to a point. The final location, be­ 
fore it is built, will, of course, 
have to be fixed by the State and 
then again, only after the public 
has expressed itself at a public 
hearing held especially for that 
purpose." 
Van Rijn's statement on the by­ 
pass 
also 
contradicted

charges that the plan had been 
announced 
without 
consultation 
with state highway officials. 
“The future needs for Routes 
375 and 212 have been discussed 
by our consultants with the State 
Department of Public Works. Mr. 
Egan’s 
statement 
notwithstand­ 
ing.” said van Rijn. "They have 
received the assurance that the 
projected by-pass is desirable and 
will be seriously considered. The 
requirement, as always, is that 
the town take over the old road 


which is superseded by the new 
one. In this case, this would be 
the section of Route 212 passing 
through the Woodstock hamlet.” 
Explains Policy 
Asserting that public servants 
must be cautious in their state­ 
ments, van Rijn went on to say: 
"Now, if you listened carefully 
to Mr. Egan’s statem ent on Feb. 
20, you will have noted that he 
asked this public servant a very 
pertinent question, which was: 
‘Did 
the W oodstock

"Any public departm ent has 
to follow a chain of events be­ 
fore they can make a commit­ 
ment.

Before World 
W ar I when the present Czecho­ 
slovak territory still was part 
of the Austro-Hungarian Empire 
the school curricula were those 
of the old monarchy. 
Before World W ar II, German 
was the required foreign lang­ 
uage, while the second foreign 
language was French, After the 
war, however, Russian replaced 
German and the second foreign 
language, compulsory' from the 
tenth grade on, is now a choice 
of German, English or French. 
More recently, German has risen 


to first place, followed by Eng­ 
lish.

On Languages 
By Sebinimerling 


It ia not just the present gov­ 
ernment of Czechoslovakia that 
emphasizes the studies of foreign 
languages. Also in the first re­ 
public it was an important part 
of the curriculum. Before World 
W ar I when the present Czecho­ 
slovak territory still was part 
of the Austro-Hungarian Empire 
the school curricula were those 
of the old monarchy. 
Before World W ar II, German 
was the required foreign lang­ 
uage, while the second foreign 
language was French. After the 
war, however, Russian replaced 
German and the second foreign 
language, compulsory from the 
tenth grade on, is nowf a choice 
of German, English or French. 
More recently, German has risen 


to first place, followed by Eng­ 
lish. 
All university students are re­ 
quired to study a second foreign 
language in order to be able to 
read scientific literature pertain­ 
ing to the individual line of pro­ 
fession in the original language. 
Another innovation, instituted by 
the present government, is the 
establishment 
of 
l a n g u a g e 
schools for adults which are con­ 
stantly expanded. There adults 
can choose practically any lang­ 
uage they want. The interest in 
studying foreign languages is a 
C-ech national peculiarity that 
surprises 
many 
visitors. 
For 
many Czechoslovaks the study of 
foreign languages is a hobby like 
some of us playing bridge or col­ 
lecting stamps. 
Have Four C enters 
There are four centers for 
train'ng of English teachers in 
Czechoslovakia. 
The 
oldest 
is 
the Philosophical Department of 
Charles University in Prague. 
This university, the first in Cen­ 
tral 
Europe, 
was 
founded in 
1348. 
The second oldest is that 
of Purkyne University of Brno, 
capital of Moravia (this w riter’s
